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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicants argue that the substitution of the pyrocatechol violet of Kosaka for the Qn-Ph is not proper because Mori teaches the use of the 
Qn-Ph and pyrocatechol for detecting proteins under different conditions than Kosaka. It is noted that the rejection is proper because both 
Mori and Kosaka teach indicators for detecting analytes with an indicator and a metal. Furthermore Kosaka teach the equivalence of Qn- 
Ph and pyrocatechol violet. The arguments that Mori and Kosaka are completely different detecting systems is not persuasive because 
both are detecting analytes using indicators with transition metals. 
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
